It is impossible to pay a more decisive (rie 
bute than this Bulletin does by its silence to 
the talents and successes of General Wittgena 
stein. To appreciate them fully, we must re.

make head agaiust Kutousof; but so hard 
did Wittgenstein press St. Cyr, that Victor. 
was seat to extricate kiem, and was thus sepa. 
rated from the Grand Army=that both St, 
Cyr and Victor were unable te arrest the pro. 
gress of Wittgenstein, but were totally route 
ed and cut up. 

The Bulletin says not ane word about 
Macdonald, but we know he had quitted Mita 
tau in all haste.

Most Excellent Sir,—I have the honour 
to inform your Excellency, that the 
General and Extraordinary Cortes, wishe 
ing to improve the glorious successes of 
the allied army, with a view to put an 
end to the calamities of war, which bear 


‘heavy upen the nation: considering that 


nothug can contribute more effectuaily to 
the altainmeut of so interesting an object, 
than the placing of all the troops in the 
Peninsula under the directión of one 
Commander, in order that there may be 
Unity in the plans and operations of the 
allied forces; and sctting the highest value 
on the distinguished talents and eminent 
services of the Duke of Ciudad Rodrigo, 
Captain-General of the National Armies, 
have decreed in a secret sitting, hat during 
the co-operation of the allied forces he 
shalt be invested with the command in 
ghief of them all ; exercising it conforma- 
bly to the general ordinances, with this 
difference only, that whatever is. enacted
